AS INTERURBAN CAR CRASHES 
INTO ACTO AT CYPRESS LAWN. 


SALVATION ARMY WORKER FA. 
TALLY SHOT BY CHINESE BOY; 
ACCIDENTAL DEATH VERDICT 
OF JURY. 


At an inquest held Wednesday night 
by Coroner Brooke, the jury held the 
motorman to blame for the death of 
Mrs. J. B. McCracken, 70 years old, 
who died at the South San Francisco 
Hospital on Saturday night from acute 
internal hemorrhages resulting from 
injuries sustained when a north¬ 
bound San Mateo electric car crashed 
into a Ford sedan driven by her niece, 
Mrs. F. A. Lucy, of 460 Homer street, 
Palo Alto. Witnesses at the inquest 
testified that the automobile had been 
thrown a distance of 200 feet by the 
impact of the collision. 

According to the testimony the auto¬ 
mobile was leaving Cypress Lawn 
Cemetery, where Mrs. Lucy had placed 
some flowers on the grave of her hus¬ 
band, and was crossing the tracks to 
turn into the highway when struck 
by the interurban car. 

R. E. Briggs, the motorman of the 
car, was present at the x inquest but 
did not testify, as a charge of man¬ 
slaughter had been placed against 
him by Constable Landini, who ar¬ 
rested him at the time of the accident. 

Mrs. M. C. Fallmer, mother of Mrs. 
Lucy, who was in the rear seat of the 
car with Mrs. McCracken, sustained 
serious injuries, but will recover. The 
two little sons of Mrs. Lucy, who were 
in the front seat of the automobile, 
escaped without injury. Mrs. Lucy 
was slightly bruised. 

The deceased was on a visit to Cali¬ 
fornia from her home in Michigan. 


Lee Chunk, an 18-year-old Chinese 
boy, was held blameless by a coroner’s 
jury here on Wednesday night for the 
shooting of Miss Laura G. Smart, a 
56-year-old Salvation Army worker, 
who died at the South San Francisco 
Hospital from a bullet wound in the 
left side of the abdomen, which she 
received on Saturday while she and 
several companions were decorating 
graves in the Chinese Cemetery near 
Colma. 

According to the testimony of two 
Chinese boys who had accompanied 
Lee Chung to the Chinese Cemetery 
where they were holding a picnic, 
Lee Chung had hung a paper target on 
a near-by tree, at which he fired 
three shots from a revolver. One of 
the bullets missed the tree, and it was 
this bullet that killed Miss Smart. 
When told that a woman had been 
shot, Lee Chung immediately ran to 
tlie spot and assisted Miss Smart to a 
near-by automobile in which the in¬ 
jured woman was first taken to Dr. A. 
H. Rankin at Daly City for treatment, 
and later transferred to the hospital 
here. 

Associate workers of the Salvation 
Army with Miss Smart declare that 
the shooting was purely accidental 
and that the boy was heart-broken 
when he realized the result of his 
carelessness. 

District. Attorney Franklin K. Swart 
stated at the inquest that lie will prob¬ 
ably place a charge of carrying con¬ 
cealed weapons against Lee Cluing, 
with the view to deterring the practice 
of carrying guns which, in his opinion, 
has grown to altogether too large pro¬ 
portions. 

County Coroner Brooke conducted 
the inquest.

STEEUHOUSTRY 

SIGNS OF DEVELOPMENT IN MANY 
QUARTERS OF THE GLOBE ARE 
REPORTED. 

California’s iron and steel works 
during the war showed comparatively 
great activity limited only by the sup¬ 
ply of pig iron. The indications are 
there will be a development of the 
iron and steel industry here with the 
erection of blast furnaces in the near 
future. The Pacific Coast has a good 
market at home and can probably do 
business in the Orient as well, says 
the United States Bureau of Mines. 

Both Nova Scotia and Canadian 
iron and steel works are showing ac¬ 
tivity and are preparing for in¬ 
creased production, to meet the de¬ 
mands for iron and steel in Europe, 
India and South America, as well as 
in Canada. They undoubtedly are in 
close touch with manufacturers in 
England and are in a good position 
to obtain Indian contracts. They may 
also be active competitors of the 
United States in Squtli American 
trade. 

Australia is endeavoring to become 
more independent by smelting her 
own ores and is also helping the 
efforts of the British empire to build 
up trade by giving preference to Brit¬ 
ish products. 

France is optimistic regarding the 
future of her steel industry, and ex¬ 
pects to become the second producer 
in the world. This ambition cannot 
be realized for some time on account 
of the destruction of the steel works 
and coal mines during the war. It 
will probably be several years before 
the Lorraine mines and iron works 
reach the production they had at¬ 
tained before the war. France has 
recently removed restrictions on im¬ 
ports of machine tools and agricul¬ 
tural implements, and large orders 
will probably be placed with American 
firms. 

Germany in losing Lorraine lost 144 
out of 469 blast furnaces and about 
70 per cent of the known iron ore re¬ 
serves. This would indicate that Ger¬ 
many now lias blast furnaces and fuel 
but insufficient ore, while France has 
ore but insufficient fuel and blast fur¬ 
naces. 

Belgium can probably operate her 
blast furnaces up to 50 per cent of her 
former capacity within six months, 
but much machinery and extensive 
repairs will be needed even to reach 
that figure. The Luxemburg iron 
works are practically inactive owing 
to the lack of transportation. Luxem¬ 
burg will probably be more independ¬ 
ent in the future and will be free from 
German domination. 

Poland should be a heavy buyer of 
machinery and tools of all kinds, and 
should show great development in her 
iron and steel works in the future. 
Poland has been held in check in this 
respect in the past by Russian re¬ 
strictions. 

Japan is showing great activity as a 
buyer and is developing her iron and 
steel industry at home and in China. 
It can be expected that the produc¬ 
tion of iron and steel in the Orient 
will be greatly increased within the 
next two years. 

A deposit of iron ore has been re¬ 
ported in the Celebes Island, East 
Indies, containing 10,000,000 tons 
averaging 50 per cent iron and .0.6 
per cent phosphorus. Previous re¬ 
ports have indicated large deposits 
there amounting to about 1,000,000,000 
tons.

REPORT BUILDING 

OPERATIONS INCREASE 

While prices as a whole are main¬ 
tained at a high level there is evi¬ 
dence of a considerable increase in 
building operations. The most note¬ 
worthy governmental activity looking 
to a resumption of normal building 
is that undertaken by the Industrial 
Board of the Department of Com¬ 
merce, involving conferences with 
representatives of the material-pro¬ 
ducing industries in an effort to lower 
and stabilize commodity prices. 


As an immediate result of the work 
of the Industrial Board it may be 
noted that structural steel is now 
quoted at a considerably lower price 
than prevailed in February. The con¬ 
viction that steel has reached a rock 
bottom price for 1919 will undoubtedly 
stabilize building contracts, and if a 
like condition is attained for other 
structural materials a serious impedi¬ 
ment in building operations, that of 
price uncertainty, will have been re¬ 
moved.

Driven temporarily insane by 
brooding over the death of his wife 
in Burlingame on January 26 and by 
the thought that his mind was giving 
way and he would he deprived of his 
six-year-old son, John A. Smith, for¬ 
merly a well-known plasterer of this 
locality, on Tuesday fired a shot into 
tlie right temple of the boy, inflicting 
a serious but not fatal wound, and 
then killed himself. The tragedy oc¬ 
curred at 919^ Capp street, San 
Francisco, where Smith and his son 
have been living since the death of 
his wife and mother three months ago 
at their former home, 305 Bayswater 
avenue. 

The little boy, John H. Smith, is at 
the St. Francis Hospital in San Fran¬ 
cisco, where it is said he will recover, 
although he will lose the sight of his 
right eye. 

Smith’s wife, Mrs. Margaret Mc¬ 
Donald Smith, died at the family home 
in Burlingame on January 26 from 
meningitis. Immediately after her 
death Smith became despondent. The 
light had gone from his life, and he 
grew more melancholy as he brooded 
over his loss. 

Tuesday Smith didn’t want to see 
the parade of joyous homecoming sol¬ 
diers up Market street. The thought 
of seeing so much joy when all for 
him was grief maddened him. His 
son begged his father to take him 
downtown. 

“Sit up, son,” said the father to the 
boy, who was in bed. “Open your 
mouth and shut your eyes.” 

The boy obeyed, as he had obeyed 
the same mandate often before. 

“Now count fifty,” said the father. 

The boy started to count. 

"One, two, free, four, five, six, 
sev—” 

A bullet was sent crashing into his 
head. The father hurried into an ad¬ 
joining room. The boy, dazed and 
blinded by the shot, sat bewildered in 
bed, the blood flowing down upon his 
night dress. 

He heard a second shot, more 
muffled, less blinding than the first, 
and he heard his father fall to the

San Francisco, April 24.—In an an¬ 
nouncement made to-day by Justus S. 
Wardell, Collector of Internal Reve¬ 
nue, it was clear that all persons and 
business concerns subject to special 
taxes effective April 1, under the new 
revenue law, will be penalized 25 per 
cent of the tax if not paid within 
thirty days after receiving notice of 
such tax. 

Under the revenue act of 1917 places 
of amusement where the maximum 
admission did not exceed 5 cents were 
exempt from the admission tax of 1 
cents on each 10 cents or fraction 
thereof. Undert lie new law the ad¬ 
mission tax applies to all nickel¬ 
odeons. 

The new law provides for increases 
in the following special taxes: 

Brokers, from $30 to $50 per year; 
pawnbrokers, $100 instead of $50; nar¬ 
cotics, $3 instead of $1; billiard rooms 
and howling alleys, $10 instead of $5; 
shooting galleries, $20; theatres, $50 
instead of $25, where seating capacity 
is not more than 250. When seating 
capacity is more than 250 and does not 
exceed 500 the tax will be $100 in¬ 
stead of $50, and where seating ca¬ 
pacity is 500 but does not exceed 800, 
the tax will be $150 instead of $75. 
Where the seating capacity exceeds 
more than 800 the tax rate has been 
fixed at $200 instead to $100. 


A Fair Exchange 


America is invited by the Russian government to supply raw materials 
in return for printed paper—called money. 

We have quite a lot of Russian printed paper already that is good 
enough for pipe-lights, and not much more; but this is not the point. The 
question is; Why does Russia want raw materials? Her territorial domains' 
are far larger than ours, and equally productive of most kinds of wealth. 
Can’t she use her own? 

She had some at the beginning of the present regime—inherited from 
tlie last one, hut she has used most of it up. To get more minerals she will 
have to mine them, and people are not doing that or any other kind of work 
in Russia just now. Some are in the army, and some are resting. 

Cotton she can get only by importing, hut she can grow her own wool. 
The sheep, which are not bolslievists, will do their bit; but how about the 
weavers? Some are in the army, and some are resting. 

And even if they got our raw materials they would continue resting.

One hundred and fifty thousand dol¬ 
lars will be expended by pie M. E. 
Church, South, on the most unique 
industrial plant in the world. This 
plant is located at Spartanburg, S. 
C., and is for the purpose of teaching 
young men and women the textile 
trade while simultaneously giving 
them a Christian education. 

Southern Methodists started the 
plant as a mission school and the sev¬ 
eral large owners of textile mills at 
Spartanburg co-operated with them by 
allowing their workers to attend 
school one week and work the next. 
The plan proved beneficial to the 
textile mill owners because, as their 
workers became more educated, they 
worked more intelligently. The school 
has proven itself so beneficial in 
every wa'y that the church will, fol¬ 
lowing its Centenary drive in May, 
put $150,000 into a large administra¬ 
tion building and a dormitory for the 
school, and tlie textile mill owners 
will erect and equip a mill on the 
grounds where new students can learn 
the textile industry before entering 
the mills. 

There are 137 acres belonging to 
the school and, with the establish¬ 
ment of a model textile mill, which 
will cost $160,000, and the erection of 
a large administration building and 
dormitory, costing $150,000, the unique 
plant in South Carolina will be one 
of the most important enterprises in 
the country and one destined to mark 
a new era in American industry.

OPEN STEEL MARKET 

NOT YET IN SIGHT 

Talk of an overthrow of the steel 
price schedule adopted at the recent’ 
Washington conference between the 
Industry and the Industrial Board, so 
far as information is available in the 
East, for the time being at least, 
seems to be without foundation. 

Neither is there indication that an 
open market may be expected unless 
there is an early improvement in the 
volume of orders. Leading manufac¬ 
turers seem committed to the present 
price schedule so long as existing 
wage rates are maintained and there 
is no indication of a move to cut 
wages. Smaller, high-cost producers 
are prevented from slashing by the 
fact that present prices are at or 
under their cost. 


The volume of business unquestion¬ 
ably has receded again since the Gov¬ 
ernment’s failure to abide by what all 
but one of the Industrial Board say 
was its agreement to support the 
March 21 price schedule. Despite 
this generally reduced volume of new 
orders, mill operations are being 
maintained at a fair rate and at least 
two large independents report in¬ 
creased orders the past few days. 

There is no discounting the fact 
that the Government’s failure to give 
at least its moral support to prevail¬ 
ing prices has been a setback to the 
industry and that Just how the situa¬ 
tion will be righted is problematical.

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“The proposed -road bond issue, I 
amounting to $40,000,000, is another of 
my bills.

The 
roads included in the schedule for this 
bond issue which are in adjoining 
counties outside of the Eleventh Sen- 
torial district are almost as much a 
personal benefit to our district as the 
roads included within our counties. 1 
am confident that the people of the 
eleventh district will vote strong for 
the bonds when submitted to them at 
the special election to be held on 
Tuesday, July 1. 

"In addition to this I have been 
lending my assistance to secure the 
early completion of the uncompleted 
portion of the highway between Los 
Gatos and Santa Cruz, as well as other 
roads in which we are all directly in¬ 
terested. , 

“I have endeavored to give my best 
endeavors through this session of the 
Legislature, as in the past, to help to 
accomplish what I consider to be the 
best interests of my district and to 
the general interests of the State at 
large.”
